A Bill' Passes the House Increasing the 
Rate to $250 Straight. 


CoiiViCBiTs, Ohio, March 14.—In the 
house yesterday afternoon a bill was 
passed making the Dow liquor tax $250 
straight, one-fifth of which goes into the 
state treasury. The state will receive 
about 8475,000, leaving a surplus of 
about $300,000 over the appropriations 
for the present year. There is hardly a 
doubt but the biU will pass the senate. 
Every democrat voted against the in- 
crease, while the Hamilton county re- 
publicans were divided. 


Ohio Wheat. 


CoLVMBUS, March 14.—The crop re- 
port of the state board of agriculture 
for March 1, made up from the reports 
of township correspondents all over the 
state, says: The present condition of 
the wheat plant would indicate only 
about three-fourths of an average crop 
for the coming harvest, with the uncer- 
tainties of March and April to hear 
from. 
Owing to the long-continued 
drought before and after seeding, agreaV 
majority of the wheat is abnormally 
short, and without exceeding favorable 
weather, will not make more than 75 
par cent, of the full crop, since both 
acreage and condition are low.

It is rumored that 0. M. Gbrman, the 
Nickel Plate engineer, is soon to wed a 
youQg lady living at Argos. 


The Wabash sold four tickets to Los 
Angeles and two to San Francisco, Gal,, 
to parties from this place this morning. 


The Pennsylvania roads, combined, 
carried in the year 1887 over 68,000,000 
passengers and over 106,000,000 tons of 
freight. 


The Jenney electric light company 
expects to have

lights in operation here within a few 
months. 


H. O. Fitch, the popular Nickel Plate 
conductor, who sustained a severe rup- 
ture at Sidney, a few days ago, is con- 
valescing.

Martin is proud of his emblem 
and while on our rounds this morning, 
our reporter had the pleasure of seeing 
it upon the desk of J. H. Sloan, the 
clerk of the machine shop. 


Mr. T. B. Pickard, the superintend- 
ent of the Bass foundry and machine 
works, tells our reporter, in answer to a 
question asked him this morning, that 
tbe works will discharge no more meo. 
Their present force will be retained. 
The business outlook is beginning to 
iook brighter and, with the blowing 
over of the troubles resulting from the 
Burlington strike, the works will re- 
sume their old time activity. 
Mr. Pick- 
ard does not like to discharge men and 
it was with many a regret that he m'ade 
the reductions of a day or two ago. If 
work proves to be slack they may oc- 
casionally shut down for a day, but no 
further reduction of their working force 
will be made.

Nor do they have to 
purchase exjiensive fuel to warm their 
homes, and heavy and consequently ex 
pensive clothing for their bodies. 


"And 
then, too, their food is much 
cheaper. The eastern and northern laborer 
must consume considerable meat in order 
to keep the furnace of his body supplied 
with 
fuel 
to produce the 
necessary 
amount of animal heat to resist the 
rigor 
of his climate. The southern 
worker not only does not need so much 
meat, 
but 
he 
does 
not desire it; 
lighter vegetable and farinaceous foods, 
which are inexpensive, gratifying his de- 
sires best. And these food products are 
also cheapened by the gentleness of t h e 
climate. 
A man will tal:e two acres of 
ground, say, and having plowed it over 
twice he will take sprigs of tlie sweet 
potato vine, about six inches long, a n d 
with a forked stick he will plant them in 
the earth almost as rapidly as he can walk. 


"After tliat he will plow the ground 
twice, not deeply, as is done in the north, 
but just skim over the eartl) to remove 
the weeds and grass. 
That ends his work 
upon that crop. 
A t the outside he has 
not expended at various times more than 
fourteen days upon it, and yet the product 
from the two acres will range from 150 to 
800 bushels of sweet potatoes. 
Here they 
would probably cost $1 per busltel, but 
with us their price is comparatively triv- 
ial. They make most excellent food, being 
rich in both starchy and saccharine mat- 
ter. 
In fact, the sweet potato is to the 
south what the white potato is to Ireland. 
Upon that and upon the large cow peas 
the negroes thrive."—New York Graphic 
Interview with Governor Gordon.
